Tho strategy of 
Mobemet Ali aud his generals, though 
fighting under groat ditiadv<iut;»go3, has 
proved too much for tho Eussiaas, who 
must now depend on tbeir superior num- 
bers anil -unlimitod Bupplios to woar Iho 
Turks out. Tho reader, in considering tho 
possible results of tlio campaign, must 
not lose si^ht of the fact that tor every 
Russian who may fall at Plevna two iitaud 
leady to tako his place, and that tho loss 
or waste of munitions is instantly replac- 
ed. In fact, a stream of men and 
munitions pour constantly across 
tho pontoon ' bridges to roinfrrco the 
nttafiking forces. Within Plevna, wo 
greatly fear, supplies are running short, 
and it is dillioult (o see whence the men 
are to come to till the gaps in the ranks 
vbiob shot, shell and di.--easo are daily 
thinning, unless it bo true that Snlieniau 
has suc.cee<lod in forcing his way through 
ScbipkJ. PufH aud opened that avenue to 
the ingress of su[)plii s to Plevna. If Sulio- 
man be really throap;h the pass the I'.us 
sians will bo' beatoii ■ back and over lln 
Danube with terrible slaughter. But if 
Scbipka is to remain sealed at either end 
by Bussian guns, and if Mehemet Ali is 
prevented from receiving reinforcements 
and supplies, tho strugglo is narrowed 
down to one of eudurauee, and tho Eua- 
sians may in the long run win. Four 
full Eussian army oorp.s bavo been alrea- 
dy used up by battle aud disiuse; but still 
the food lor powder is thrown against 
the Turkish redoubts iu uudimiuisbing 
quantity. Monday's dispatches told of 
the appearance on the scene of the Imper- 
ial guard. Tbis guard numbers nearly 
60,000 wall armed men, who eonstitule 
tho fluwer of tbo Euasiau army, and have 
been held in reserve until the last mo- 
ment. Tho fighting at Plevna has now 
Itilted twelve days. The contending forces 
have scarcely ceased to struggle during 
that long period. The fortunes of war 
have varied. At one time the Turks gave 
way before the ousluught of tbeir enemies 
and throe redoubts were captured by tbo 
Bnssians; but two of tho positions ware 
regained on tho following day and the 
third baa bfien rendered untenable. Tbe 
evident design of the Eussians is to con 
tiuuo the struggle in tho hope of exhaust 
ing tho Turks. Sinco their generalship 
has proved so fauliy, tho adoption of that 
policy ia the only course that would seem 
to afford thom tho slightest chance of suc- 
cess;

Court. On the snggeHlion of the Judge 
iMr. Webb, cluii cli warden, withdrew fi om 
tile ))roseciitiiin, upon wliich tbo jury 
returned a verdict of Not Guilty, aud the 
case was disidiarged.

Two witnossos for tho defence worothen 
called, Ivobeit liamloy and Edward iJell, 
both agreeing that tho running gear was 
old and insullicieut, many of the ropes 
being missing; tho sails themselves want- 
ed repairing before ttie vessel left port; 
the saw iu the tool ohest was only fit to 
scrape barnacles off tho ship's side; the 
weather after they loft the Bay of Biscay 
w.is not .'«tormy.

If the sails wen9 bad 
then all tho more should they have done 
their duty. His Honor (hen sentenced 
tho prisoners to i weeks' imprisonment 
each, and if the captain should require 
them they will then bo taken down on 
board. 

The Court adjourned at i:i5 p.m.
